A mass of material was collected, 
during the spring and summer, from 
the announcements and reports re- 
ceived which showed clearl; that all 
was not well in industrial circles; 
that many a wish of the workers was 
justified and, to say the least, enti- 
tled ta sympathetic investigation, 
both on the part of the employers 
and the officials. The realization 
of this, which was confirmed in me 
when I questioned mv former private 
teacher, Privy Councillor Dr. Hints- 
peter—a man particularly well in- 
formed on social phenomena, erpecial- 
ly those in his own province—caused 
the resolve to ripen in me to summon 
the state council, include employers 
and employees in its deliberations, and 
bring ubout, under my personal di- 
rection, a thorough investigation of 
the labor question. I decided that in 
so doing guiding principles and mate- 
rial were to be acquired which would 
serve the chancellor and the Prussian 
government as a basis for working 
out appropriate projects for new 
laws. 

Inspired by such thoughts I went 
to his excellency, Von Botticher, who 
at once prophesied opposition on the 
part of the chancellor to such action, 
and advised strongly against it. I 
stuck to my ideas, adducing in sup- 
port of them the maxim of Frederick 
the Great: “Je velx etre un Koi des 
gueux.” (I wish to be king of the 
rabble.) I said that it was my duty 
to take care of those Germans who 
were used up by industry, to protect 
their strength and better their 
chances of existence. 


Further Conflict 
With Chancellor. 


The predicted opposition from 
Prince Bismarck was not long in com- 
ing. Uhere was much trouble and 
vighting before I put through what I 
wanted, owing to the fact that some of 
the big industrial interests ranged 
themselyes on the side of the chan- 
cellor. The state council met, pre- 
sided over by me. At the opening ses- 
sion the chancellor unexpectedly ap- 
peared. He made a speech in which 
he ironically criticised and disapproved 
ihe whole undertaking set in motion 
by me, and refused his co-operation. 
‘i‘hereupon he walked out of the room. 

After his departure the _ strange 
scene had its effect on the assemblage. 
The fury and ruthlessness which the 
great chancellor brought to the sup- 
port of his own policy and against 
mine, based upon his absolute belief 
in the correctness of his own judg- 
ment, made a tremendous impression 
upon me and all those present. Never- 
theless, it stood to reason that I was 
deeply hurt by what had occurred.

Greut had closed his eyes after a 
blessed reign, to stain the first years 
ef my government with the blood of 
my own people. Bismarck was un- 
moved; he declared that he would as 
auine nsibility for his actions; 
that all I need do was to leave the 
thing to him. I answered that I could 
not square such a course with my 
conscience and my responsibility be 
ere God, particularly as I knew per- 
fectly well that conditions among the 
laboring Classes were bad and must be 
bettered at all costs. 

The conflict between the views of 
the emperor and the chancellor rela- 
tive to the social question—i. e., the 
furtherance of the welfare of the la- 
boring classes of the population with 
narticipation therein by the state— 
‘was the real cause of the break be- 
tween us, and caused a hostility to- 
ward me, lasting for years, on the part 
~~ Bismarck and a large part of the 
German nation that was devoted to 
aim, especially of the official class. 

This conflict between the chancel- 
lor and me arose because of his be- 
‘ief that the socia) problem could be 
solved by severe measures and, if the 
worst came to the worst, by means 
of soldiers; not by following -princi- 
ries of general love for mankind or 
humanitarian nonsense which, he be- 
lieved, he would have to adopt in cor 
forming to my views. 


Bismarck’s 
Labor Views. 


Bismarck was not a foe w the la- 
ring classes—on that 1 wish to lay 
stress, in view of what I have previ- 


' ously said. On the contrary! He was 


far too great a statesinan to mistake 
the importance of the labor question to 
the state. But he considered the whole 
matter from the standpoint of pure 
expediency for the state. ‘The state, 
he believed, should care for the laborer, 
us mucu and in whatever manner it 
deemed proper; he would not admit of 
uny co-operation of the workers in 
this. Agitation and rebellion, he be- 
lieved, should be severely suppressed ; 
by force of arms, if necessary, Gov- 
ernment protection on the one hand, 
the mailed fist on the other—that was 
Bismarck’s social policy. 

1, however, wished to win over the 
soul of the German workingman, and 

ught zealously to’ attain this gyal. 
I was filled with the consciousness of 
a plain duty and responsibility toward 
my entire people—also, therefore, to- 
ward the laboring classes. What was 
theirs by right and justice should be- 
come theirs, I thought; moreover, I 
believed that this should be brought 
about, wherever the will or power of 
the employers ceased, by the lord of 
the Jand and his government, in so far 
as justice or necessity demanded. As 
soon as I had recognized the necessity 
for reforms, to some of which the in- 
dustrial elements would not consent, 
I took up the cudgels for the laboring 
classes, impelled by a sense of justice. 

I bad studied history sufficiently to 
guard myself against the delusion of 
believing in the possibility of making 
an entire people happy. I realized 
clearly that it was impossible for one 
human being to make a nation happy. 
The truth is that the only nation 
which is happy is the one that is con- 
tented, or at least is willing to be con- 
tented; a willingness which implies a 
certain degree of realization of what 
is possible—a sense of the practical, in 
‘hort, Unfortunately, there is often a 
‘ack of this. 

I was well aware that, in the un- 


ers, unjustified greed would be con- 
stantly developed anew. But, for the 
very reason that I wished to be able 
to combat unjustified aspirations with 
a clear conscience and in a convinc- 
ing way, it behooved me-not to deny 
recoenition and aid to justified aspi- 
rations,

is Atlanta’s “problem of the age.” 
Situation Is Unbearabie. 

The bewildering jam of vehicles of 
all ‘kinds occasioned last Sunday by 
the thousands who visited the scene 
ot the big Whiteball street fire and 
u perfect afternoon that brought ail 
the city’s pleasure cars into play call- 
ed forth the declaration trom Mr. 
Biake and Mr. Reynolds that ‘ssome- 
thing must be done to relieve a situ- 
ation that is rapidly growing unbear- 
able.” 

Autoists. reported that it required 
close to 30 minutes to get through 
the principal district of the city Sun- 
day, and street car records show that 
one car traveled from Houston and 
Pryor streets to Mitchell street in 
the record time of 23 minutes. 

Practically all street car traffic was 
running behind schedule, and soine 
car men reported that from 9. o'clock 
Sunday morning until after 7 o'clock 
Sunday night they were unable to 
get closer to their schedule than 30 
minutes. 

Car passengers complained that 
they did not know what time to at- 
tempt to catch a car, as the traffic 
conditions had upset schedules to such 
an extent that the only sure way of 
getting a car Was just to park one- 
self on the side of the street and wait 
until one appeared. Often the first 
one to coma would be crowded to 
capacity, while only a few minutes 
later, neither car on sehedule, would 
come another with almost no passen- 
gers. 

“Must Male Change.” 

Mr. Blake declared that in his 

opinion Atlanta would not very much 


longer be able to get along without 


one-way streets to aid in the hand- 
‘ling of traffic. Mr. Reynolds states 
'thdt on one occasion it required 
_ him half an hour to get through the 
‘city by taxi, and that he could 
have made the trip just as quickly 
had he gone by street car, as the 
taxi was not allowed to pass the 
car, and spent most of {ts time wait- 
ing for traffic jams to be cleared 
away. 

While the opinion of these two men 
express a gloomy view of the situa- 
tion as it now stands, they are not 
expressing criticism except with the 
idea of offering constructive advice. 
Mr. Blake states that he favors one- 
way traffic on Whitehall street, anid 
Mr. Reynolds goes, even further and 
has already drawn up a complete 
system for the downtown district 
. whereby the heavy traffic of Atlantn 
could be more easily handled and 
whereby, he states, one could go 
through the city without losing so 
much time, 

Mr. Blake pointed out the difficul- 
ties attending the trip of a “foot pas- 
senger” through,the city. Traffic be- 
ing allowed to n, he stated, often 
catches the pedestrian in a predica- 
ment, even with the signal lights 
working at the principal corners of 
the city. He advocates the elimina- 
tion of turns, as well as the adoption 
of one-way traffic.

Who Shot Banker, 


Stubenville, Ohio, September 25.— 
Posses of deputies from three Ohio 
counties and*500 citizens armed with 
shotguns and revolvers scoured the 
hills and highways of Jefferson, Har- 
rison and Belmont counties tonight 
in an effort to apprehend a gunman 
who, while three companions waited 
outside today walked into the First 
National bank, of Hopedale, 15 miles 
west of here, ‘and shot and probably 
fatally wounded the cashier, George 
C. Whittaker. 29. 

The only clue the’ authorities have 
is a -half a thumb which police be- 
lieve belongs to one of the bandits 
who is thought to have caught his 
hand in the door of the automobile 
apd amputated his thumb as they 
made: their get away.

There are sick people in Atlanta, 
men and women, but mostly women, 
who have no change of gowns or bed- 


ding. Their necessity is made the 
subject of a call from the committee 
of Atianta chapter, Red Cross, the 
duty of which is to produce the things 
needed for the efficient carrying out 
of the work of the public health 
nurses. 

These sick people are ill in their 
homes because for various reasons 
they cannot be in.the hospitals, and 
they would have no care if it were 
not for the nurses who are sent among 
them by the Red Cross. The work 
of the nurses is frequently hampered 
by the fact that when cleanliness and 
comfort might actually be the great- 
est help in the recovery of the pa- 
tients, they have not the change of 
‘garments, sheets and pillowcases 
which would secure this cleanliness. 


“If every woman who can do s0 
would give just one gown or one 
sheet, or pair of sheets, we would 
have plenty,” said Mrs. W. E. Mans- 
field, chairman of the production 
committee, in giving through the press 
this call. “A gown can be made for 
SG cents. New or second-hand gar- 
ments and bedding, if they are in 
condition, can be made useful; or, 
if people prefer to give money, the 
needed articles can be bought. 

“The work of the production com- 
mittee is the only volunteer work for 
women now being carried on by the 
Red Cross in Atlanta, and I believe 
that Atlanta women, when they know 
the need, will be prompt in their re 
sponse,

But without pushing things so far, 
1 would suggest that children should be encouraged in their relationships 
with animals, and that they should be told how beasts should be ap- 
proached. The dog is hardly ever dangerous to a child unless the latter 
is cruel to it; the cat is a little more uncertain, but less likely to do 
damage, because when it dislikes a person it generally moves away. 
What a child ought to know is that the animal should not be fondled 
unless it shows that it desires it. Let the child hold out his hand in 
invitation; if the beast comes to it all is well. Otherwise, let it be taught 
not to pursue; it will obtain love for love, but for force only danger.

Paris, September 20;—Georges 
Carpentier, knockeu out by Battung 
Siki yesterday and deprived of his 
title as heavyweight champion of 
lurope, was in beu today, battered 
and yiscouruged and watched over by 
his trainers. His manager, Francois 
Descamps, is already out, however, 
for a return match with the victorious 
African. e 

“it is all his fault} it is a good 
lessop for Georges,” Descamps said 
this afternoon. “If Carpentier had 
not tried to play with Siki he would 
not have been hit in the third round 
with a lucky puncl? that dazed.” 

’ Carpentier is blamed severely by 

li the sporting writers for taking the 
ght as a joke. They remarked that 


the ex-champion seemed,to think he 


had nothing to do but play to the 
gallery for the benefit of the moving 
‘picture men and that he could “get 
Siki when he wished. : 

Nane of the writers suggest, how- 
ever, that Carpentier could whip Siki 
in a return match, for they recognize 
that the Senegalese battler can appar- 
ently take unlimited punishment. 
Many of them nevertheless express 
the opinion that Carpentier could 
have finished the fight a victor in 
the first or second rounds yesterday 
when Siki impressed them as being in 
a frightened condition. Now, they 
feel, bis confidence would carry him 
through.

For example, an amount of current essential 
for the production of an audible signal in a good telephone receiver has 
a value of approximately 0.05 microampere. 
Resistance Coupling. 

A type of coupling employed in both radio-frequency and audio- 
frequency amplifiers, consisting of a high resistance used as an inter- 
stage coupling for the purpose, of separating the several steps of amplifi- 
‘cation. This form of coupling provides a satisfactory means of magnify- 
ing radio signals having long wavelengths, for example, in excess of 
1,000 meters.

An oscillation containing harmonies or series of different frequen- 
cies which are multiples of the fundamental frequency. Harmonies may 
occur in an antenna due to distributed inductance and capacity. 
Multiple-Tuned Antenna. 

A type of antenna particularly adapted to high-powered transmit- 
ting stations, employing high frequency alternators as a source of energy, 
consists of a long antenna grounded at several intermediate, equidistant, 
points through loading inductances.

Plans Complete 
For St. Simons 
Water Highway 


Brunswick, Ga., September 25.— 
(Special.)—Final estimates on the 
cost of the Brunswick-St. Simons 
highway have been announced, all pre- 
liminary steps bave been taken and 
within a month bids witi be invited. 
As soon thereafter as possible, work 
will begin on this magnificent high- 
way, which is to connect beautiful and 
historical St. Simons island with the 
mainland. 

The final estimates on the cost of 
the road and bridges, according to the 
specifications prepared by the state 
highway department, is $300,000, vir- 
tually the same amount as estimated 
in all previous surveys. This is for 
the building of the highway complete, 
including three bridges. The figures 
were given out by S. B. Slack, ehief 
bridge engineer. Mr. Slack, in a let- 
ter to the loca] highway committee, 
announced that the complete plans 
and specifications will be forwarded 
to Brunswick within a few days and 
that advertisements for the contract 
could then be published. 

The figures prepared by the high- 
way department call for four bridges, 
one over Back river, 1,063 feet in 
length, one over Little river 810 feet, 
one over McKay's river, 1.230 feet, 
and one over’ Frederica _ river, 
1.528 feet. -The bridges over Back 
river and Frederica river will be draw 
bridges. The total lencth of the road 
will be 19.028 feet. of which 14.394 
will be of fill and 4,631 feet of bridges 
All bridges are to be constructed on 
concrete piling and of creosoted lum- 
ber, with the piers to he of either 
conerete or creosoted timher. backed 
with stone. The drav bridges are 
to be of the swinging type, set on 
center piers. 

Phe roadway profier is to be con- 
structed of hvdraniie fill of material 
dug from the hottom of the creeks and 
numped along the roadhee by anction 
dred-es, The road is to be ton sur- 
faced with either oyster shells or 
gravel. 

Just how long it will take to com- 
plete this hithway has not as yet heen 
stated, but it 1s nrohahte that it wll 
be 18 monthe hefore the road will he 
opened to the public, thouch no time 
ie to he lost in awarding the contract 
and beginning work.

Reason Why Congress 
Refused President’s Re- 
quest for Recess, and Ad- 
journed Instead.

Washington, September 25.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wiré.)—Since 
the adjournment of congress Jast week 
there has come to light one of the 
most flagrant mileage grabs of mem- 
bers witnessed ere in a decade— 
one that will relieve the federal treas- 
seid of funds to the tune of thousands 

f dollars. 

It is alleged in this way: 

When congress adjourns sine die, 
as it generally. does at least once a 
year, members are entitled under the 
law to draw upon the treasury for 
round-trip mileage from Washingtoh 
to their homes at the rate of 20 cents 
per mile. When congress merely re- 
cesses members are not entitled fo 
any mileage. More concretely, if 
congress merely recesses members are 
confronted with the unpleasant neces- 
sity of paying their own _ railroad 
fares from and to the capital: i 


while 
a simple matter of sine die adjourn- 


ment shifts the obligation to Uncle 
Sam, who believes in traveling first 
class, as shown by the liberal allow- 
ance of 20 cents per mile (whetber 
you spend it or not.) 

Some Goodly Sums. 

To members from distant states the 
latter course is a temptation of no 
mean caliber. They ure entitled to 
guodiy sums, and just because they 
bave no intention of going bome 
dvesn’t mean that they are not en- 
titled to the mileage; they still are. 
It would cost members from all states 
something more or less to make the 
trip, only representatives from such 


as to have no real interest in mileage 
grabs. 

President Harding some time ago re- 
solved to reassemble congress shortly 
after the November elections in or- 
der that it might take up the ship 
subsidy bill and certain industrial 
legislation. His purpose was to have 
it well under consideration before. the 
beginning of the regular constitutional 
session in December. The December 
session, which will end by constitu- 
tional limitation March 5, will be 
largely occupied with the annual sup- 
ply bills, or appropriations. 

Mr. Harding had determined earlier 
that the ship subsidy legislation should 
be taken up before the past session 
came to an end, but republican lead- 
ers of the house and senate pleaded 
with him to allow the measure to go 
over until after the November elec- 
tions. It was insisted that enactment 
of the bill. wonld cost the party seats 
in the house if made an issue at this 
time. 

Have No Scruples. 

The program was finally assented 
to by the president. w ho at the same 
time gave notice that he would ex- 
peet action before.March 4, 1923. 

Later the president, fearful of a 
democratic victory in November, it is 
suid, decided to have congress con- 


the elections as a time-saver. Fol- 
lowing, he proposed to senate and 
house leaders that congress not ad- 
journ outright, but recess until about 
November 15. 

To Mr. Harding this seemed the 
easiest way to handle the situation. 
It would obviate the necessity of call- 
ing an extra session and would send 
all the members away with the under- 


designated time. 

It is understood, however, that con- 
gressional leaders revolted at the pro- 
posal. ‘They could not understand 
why the president, bimself gut late- 
bya member of the senate, should sug- 
yest such a thing; it meant money 
of their pockets, entailing the 
necessity of Josing the 20 cents per 
mile. Naturally congress adjourned 
seine die with no mention of a recess, 
One would not say congress has few 
scruples about taking government 
mileage; it has none, 

No Figures Given. 

Because members of congress will 
get their mileage whether they go | 
home or remain in Washington a 
large number will stay here, but most- 
ly those who have no campaigns on. 

Just how much the government will 
lose in the deal cannot be determined. 
Members are a little sensitive about 
the matter, and the disbursing office 
does not always give the. figures. 
There have been cases, it said, 
when congress in itS eagerness to 
profit by mileag allowances, has 
been known to adjourn sine die one
